Parsons’ steam turbine has lon 
recvsnised 5 au economical mi 
Griving clectrie generating machines, and 
it has proved most satisfactory in the 
working of the propellers of torpedo-boat 
Qestroyers, adding greatly to their speed ; 
but merchant shipowners have, as is usual, 
Jooked to others to embark ou the initiation 
of the system for driving ordinary steam- 
ers. Under these circumstances, Messrs, 
Deony, of Dumbarton, who have ever 
been to the fr in scientific ship- 
building work, joined with the P, 
Company, securing at the sa 
co-operation of Captain John W 
Jong associated with the Clyde tourist 
trafic, and these three found the capital for 
the construction of the first steam turbine- 
driven merchant steamer, which has just 
deen launched from Messrs. Denny's 
yard. It is scarcely necessury to sity that 
its performances will be watched with 
Keon. interest. Messrs, Denny have 
wisely adopted a form and size of hull 
vas lo get comparative results between 
two steamers, whose only difference is 
that one is paddie-driven, the other his 
propellers operated by turbines. ‘The 
paddle steamer is the Duchess of Hamilton, 
one of the most successful of the Clyde 
estuary steamers, and shesteams 18 knots: 
the new ship named the King Alfred is to 
get 20 knots by reason, parsly of the less 
weight of machinery.

INDIAN TROOPS IN THE 
FAR EAST. 

19th July. 
Nor the least important result of 
the recent campaign by the Allied 
armies in North China has been the 
appearance side by side with the 
Euroy contingents of an  ex- 
peditionary corps consisting almost 
entiely ot Indian troops, and fairly 
representing the average quality of 
uur Indian army. ‘The presence of 
this corps of troops has not failed to 
ite the wonder of their Continental 
allies, and in some cases the surprise 
does not seem to have been entirely 
a pleasant one. 

According to immemorial enstom, 
the Indian troops were accompanied by: 
a motley horde ofeamp followers whose 
nv it is to perform the menial 

of an Indian cantonment. 
Their presence detracted somewhat 
from the prestige of the whole 
in the eyes of foreigners, who, 
perhaps not altogether — without 
Intention, persisted in confounding 
them with the troops themselves. 
The more discerning critics also did 
nov fail to enlarge upon the element 
of weakness to a fighting force in- 
troduced by such a large number of! 
» Who would 
in their turn require protection, while 
drawing out to cumbrous length the 
marching columns if actual warfare 
took place, 

Au intelligent comparison between 
the Indian and the other contingents 
of the Allied army, however, leaves 
the former considerable ground for 
satisfaction, 

In discipline and general relia- 
bitity on duty they have proved 
themselves beyond dispute tobe 
entitled to the first place. The 
Infantry has unfortunately not had 
full chance of proving its fine mareh- 
ing capacity and excellent standard 
of marksmanship: but recent cam- 
paigns on the Indian frontier bave 
given ample proof of both. In the 
jetails of drill and manceuvre not 
aven the exactness of the German 
ice can boast of superiorit: 
while the devotion of the Sepoy to 
iis British officer and his almost 
vomantic sense of what is due to the 
aonour of his arms and the military 
eputation of his race give him the 
uoral foree to face great odds and 
mdure severe loss without losing 
aeart. The British officers who lead 
hese regiments are, taken on an 
werage, the best in the British 
ervice. From an early stage of 
heir career they have had high res- 
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:}not be “negleeced, as the wari 





s, s of their weape nd 
ing their y . they have an 
uninterrupted record of success behinel 
them which alone makes them most 
formidable antagonists. 

The contingents supplied by the 
patriotism of the Native Princes of 
India varied considerably in military 
valne, but their presence is suggesti 
of a source of strength which might 
by intelligent direction be organised 
toa much higher perfection. 

If the appearance of Japan in the 
field of international polities marks 
an era, it is not. altogether certain 
that this power in the Far East has 
not its balance, or its complement, in 
the newly revealed might of the 
Indian Empire. When fuller know- 
ledge of geography egy has 
definitely laid the bogey of Russi 
menace to the north-wes 
of India, her resmen 
look further afield, and 
trembling behind ‘their impassab‘e 
mountain frontiers, may 
selves beyond the front 
itselfas a member of the great federa- 
tion of British dominions, and as not 
the least important, nor the least 
formidable.

BRITAIN’S ANCIENT ALLY 
IN CHINA. 


3rd July. 


Styce Lord Palmerston relin- 
quished the direction of our Foreign 
Affairs no combination of interests 
has worked so harmoniously and 
beneficially for England as the French 
alliance, which was the corner-stone 
of that great statesm=n’s policy. In 
China the results of this alliance were 
most evidently advantageous to both 
nations and gave no after-taste of 
jealousy or recrimination such as 
generally follows the alliances of 
European powers for a specific object. 

‘The first contingent of troops sup- 
plied by France for the China expedi- 
tion of 1900 were not favourable 
presentatives of the French army. 
‘Che enervating climate of Tongking 
had sapped their health and reduced 
their military vaine. In is all the 
more creditable to the French Go- 
vernment that they sent in the pres- 
sing hour of need the first troops they 
could lay their hands on in the general 
interest, and regardless of the mere 
ige of their own arms. ‘The de- 
e of the Peitang Cathedral in 
Peking by a handful of French and 
other marines remains perhaps the 
most brilliant feat of arms of the 
whole campaign. 

Since the arrival of the French ex- 
peditionary corps the allied comman- 
ders have had the opportunity of 
observing the high state of efficiency 
to which the Republic has brought 
her numerous army. Throughout 
the winter no troops in China were 
better fed, quartered, and clothed 
than the French. ‘The business-like 
methods of their staff and the pleasant 
courtesy with which they worked in 





























combination with their allies will 
ever be remembered. With one 
notable exception, due probably 


to want of tact on both sides, the 
French and British officers and troops 
have lived on the most friendly and 
confidential terms in all the com- 
bined garrisons of North China; and 
when it is remembered how apt 
soldiers are to get. out of hand and 
indulge in petty rioting under such 
circumstances and in such a trying 
period of inaction, the fact is much 
to their credit. ‘The two squadrons 
of Chasseurs d’Afrique were the ad- 
miration of every cavalry officer who 
beheld them, and the sturdy little 
Zouaves in their picturesque uniforms 
were also noticeable among the allied 





troops for their serriceable and really 
warlike appearance. 

The only movement of troops on a 
considerable scale executed by the 
French was the expedition to the 
Great Wall at the end of April in 
conjunction with the Germans from 
Paotingfu. The German staff officers 
jon this occasion were unanimous in 
their praise both of the dashing and 
high-spirited General Bailloud and 
of his brigade. The work both of 
the staff and troops was excep- 
tionally good and the marching 
performances of the Infantry over a 
difficult mountain country above the 
average. Had political’ considera- 
tions not intervened we should have 
seen severe chastisement dealt out 
for the massacres of last summer, and 
the capital of Shansi in the hands of 
the allies a few days after they drove 
the’ main force of the Chinese in 
rapid flight over the Great Wall.

is permanent. It may easily happen 
that ere long the two great Powers of 
Western Europe find thems: 
more in alliance, since their interests 
are almost everywhere identical, and 
their quarrels and jealousies are in 
comparison petty and unessential. 
If such an alliance took place it 
would be of so formidable a nature 
that no other combination of Powers 
to-day could withstand its wishes in 
Europe or beyond the seas. 








OCCIDENTAL IMPATIENCE.

Daypreak’s weekly paper which 
we all read with so much interest on 
Sunday morning contained in its 
last issne an article headed “ Play 
the Game. Bogus Brut ality,” which 
must have cousiderably surprised the 
readers of a paper founded by and 
still, it is understood, controlled by 
one who has done such excellent 
work in connection with the Shang- 
hai Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals. We need 
hardly remind Daybreak that even 
a Chinaman is also an animal, and as 
such deserving of protection from 
cruelty, the fact that he is not a 
dumb animal being no justification 
for forbidding him that protection. 
We should have left the article to the 
neglect which it deserves but that 
the writer accuses the “ North-China 
Daily News” by name of printing 
“bogus” charges. against foreigners. 
He says: “The ‘North-China Daily 
News” initiated the campaign by 
inserting from time to time letters 
from Chinese and anonymous and 
other missionaries,charging foreigners 
with all sorts of misconduct. For 
ourselves we doubt the charges, and, 
like most cases resting on Chinese 
evidence, we believe they would be 
found to be gross exaggerations or 
impudent inventions.” The silly sneer 
at missionaries is not worth noticing : 
but we are sure that our readers 








| know that we should insert no charge 


of the kind in our columns without 
first being convinced of the good 
faith and trustworthiness of the 
accuser, whether -he be a Chinese or 
an “anonymous or other” missionary. 
The writer goes on to say that he 
regrets to find that there are “for- 
eigners in China wiiling to rush into 
print to lower the prestige of the 
Westerner by misrepresenting him as 
a savage as contrasted with the ‘nice 
and polite’ Celestial who, a year ago, 
from the highest Viceroy to the low- 
est coolie would have ultimately re- 
joiced if we had all been massacred.” 
Tt is probably of no use to remind so 
prejudiced a writer of the two high 
officials at Peking who lost their lives 
rather than transmit to the provinces 
the Empress Dowager’s order for the 
destruction of all foreigners, and of 
the numerous Viceroys, Governors, 
magistrates and common people who 
succoured the flying foreigners last 
year, braving the wrath of their re- 
actionary superiors by so doing. There 
are, we are glad to say, foreigners in 
China willing to rash into Court to 
lower the prestige of the Westerner 
by charging him with working a pony 
in an unfit condition. It surely 
lowers the prestige of the Westerner 
far more to condone attacks on the 
Chinese among whom we live than 
to denounce them. “The residents 
of Shanghai,” the writer goes on to 
say,—" under whom the Chinese enjoy 
a liberty wh’ch is beyond the imagina 
tion of their fellows elsewhere—a 
insulted by letters and article: 
course duly translated into the native 
j prints—which are probably ground- 
less, and at rate unworthy of the 
importance with which they become 
invested.” According to this reason- 
ing to charge any foreigner with 
committing any offence is to insult 
all his fellow-countrymen, and all our 
Courts of Justice should be hence- 
forth closed. As to the letters and 
articles being probably groundless, 
that is » mere assumption of no value 
whatever; as to their being unworthy 
of the importance with which they 
become invested, that is a mere 
matter of opinion. We, at any rate, 
and we are sure that the majority of 
our readers agree with us on this 
point, after a long acquaintanceship 
with the Chinese are certainly not 
among these who regard ‘every 
Chinainan as an actual or potential 
Boxer, ‘Those who so regard them 
should seck their living in some other 
country, where their peculiar views 
wonld be better apprecated. 

When foreigners first came to 
settle in the ports of North China— 
as the title of this paper shows, 
Shanghai was regarded as being in 
North China by the Canton residents

its presont form, as laid before the Legit 
lative Council on ‘Tuesday, 2nd inst., it 
eludes section 33: 
(1).—After the commencement of this 
Ordinance no Chinese immigrant shall be 
imported into the Colony excopt on a ship 
flying the British flag. 

(11).—Any person who shall import, or 
Attempt to import any Chivew immigrant 
contrary to the provisions of sub-section 
(1) and’ any person who sha'l aid, abet, 
procure, of be interested or conce:ned in, 
or knowingly derive any prolit from the 
importation of any such Chinese immi- 
rant shall be liable to a fine not execoding 
$1,000, or to imprisonment of either de- 
scription for any period not exceeding 
twelve months ; or to both fine and im- 
prisonment, 

















(111). Any ship which shall be used for}, 


the importation, or attempted importation 
of any Chinese immigrant contrary to the 
provisions of sub-section (I), shall be 
forfeited, and may be seized and detained 
by the Chief Police Ofticer until adjudicated 
on according to Inw. 

(IV).—Procoedings to enf.-ree any forfei 
ture under this section may be taken in 
tho name of the Attorney-General under 
“The Crown Suits Ordinance 1876. 

(V).—At any time after the detention of 
any ship under subsection (III), it shall he 
lawful for the Governor to release such 
shin upon such security as he shall think 
sufficient ; or without security, 

The proposed enactment is beyond all 
question radical, and carries one back to 
thy Shipping Laws of the Commonwealth, 
Tt will he interesting to watch the progress 
of the Bill, ax it is bound to excite the 
keenest opposition on the part of those 
wh» will sufler by its beitig put iu force.

| really gentlemanly way of settling one’s 
differences. Nowadays, it is terribly 
vulgarised. In the great majority of cases, 
t is merely an instrument of self-advertise- 
| ment for Tom, Dick and Harry. The old 
courtesy and strict etiquette that used to 
give the practice a semblance of knight- 
'Tiness are going out of fashion; and the 
! duel is demoeratised. The choice of ground 
j for the modern Paris ducl isa good instance 
of the change.

Alis impaled himself on his advor- 
sary’s sword ; and now the venue is a bare 
and ugly velodrome just outside the 
Auteuil gate. Being "private property, 
this place is safe from invasion by the 
palice, and the track is so wide that the 
bullets which have been “exchanged with- 
out result ” cannot do any harm. Swords- 
men find accommodation between the hack 
of the grand stand and a row of numbered 
dressing-rooms resembling nothing so much 
as bathing-machines without wheels. It is 
all very convenient, intensely common- 
place and utterly*destructive of the poetry 
of an armed encounter. 

The recent affair between M. Max Régis 
and M, Laberdesque was, in many respects, 
typical of the present-day duel. It took 
place in the already mentioned back-yard 
of the Pare des Princes eycling track 
There were at least a hundred spectators, 
mostly journalists, and, on the second day, 
the writer counted ten men with cameras. 
M. Max Regis, clad in blue trousers, grey 
jacket, blue shirt and white Trilby hat, 
Strode about amongst the crowd for at 
least twenty minutes, drinking in notoriety 
at every pore. It was hard to realise that 
this plump, sturdy, middle-class young 
man was the chief magistrate of an import- 
ant city, and it was still harder to imagine 
him as anything but what is generally 
ciassed in England as a “ bounder.” His 
opponent, who arrived Jate, was, as far as 
appearances go, one of the very few gen- 
tlemen on the ground. Tall, lithe “and 
graceful, with curling black hair, a slight 























moustache, and handsome features of a 
Gascon type, he was a perfect incarnation 
of D'Artagnan as he stood, sword in hand, 
waiting for the word to begin., Still, it 
was hardly the height of good form to go 
duclling in riding breeches and gaiters. 
‘Tho seconds, too, were entirely lacking in 
tenue, and some in retenue as well. They 
began to quarrel immediately after M. 
Régis was wounded, and their principal 
did not hesitate to call his adversary an as- 
sassin and objurgate an intrusive camera- 
fiend. Throughout the two hours’ fencing 
on the first day there was manouvring of 
a not too admirable kind. M. Laberdes- 
que, unmistakeably the superior in height, 
reach and skill, could have pinked his 
enemy time after time, but his object 
clearly was to force M. Régis over the line 
and thus disqualify him’ from fighting 
again, When M, Régis, almost driven into 
a corner, cleverly slipped past M. Laber- 
desque and reversed their positions, M. 
Laberdesque resumed his former tacties 
and laboriously began to chase M. Régis 
back again. At the end of a round M. 
Régis would move forward and carclessly 
make his mark a foot or so in front of the 
spot he had really oceupied when swords 
were separated. 

It is uot to be supposed that the higher 
principles of duelling are altogether ignor- 
ed in France. Gentlemen do occasionally 











settle their quarrels in private, without 
inviting the representatives of the Press, 
but the seconds almost invariably send the 





procés-verbal to the newspapers, so that the 
principals’ friends may know that honour 
has been satisfied. ‘The trouble is that a 
crowd of notorieties and aluctres meus 
whose gentility is only skin-deep have in 
vaded a domain for which they are unfit- 
ted by birth, education, and instinets. 
‘They are as out of place on the field of 
honour as a seventeenth-century peasant 
amongst the wits and beauties of Versail- 
les, but they do not know it. 

AM. Laberdesque’s caréer snows that even 
in these prosue days there are plenty of 
adventures for those who seek them, Born 
at Santiago de Cuba of a Hrench father 
and Spanish mother, M. Laberdesque wax 
edueawed in Brauce aud returued to 
utrigo at the age of fifteen. ‘Three 
years Inter he quarrelled with aus family 
and went: off to Venezuela, where he 
plunged into the revolutionary conilict, 
took part in all the principal battles and 
sv earned the gratitude o1 Weneral Crespo 
time the latter bequeathed him two thou- 
sand dollars. Afterwards M. Laberdesque 
joined the Cubans, and, in the intervals of 
smugyling arms and ammunition into the 
island, amused himself by bombarding 
Spumish officers with hard boiled eggs as 
tuey walked past the cafés at Havaua or 
emptying sacks of flour over their uni- 
forms, ‘These escapades involved him in 
forty-three duels, ‘To save him from the 
Spanish authorities, his father sent him to 
France, where he arrived in 1895. He at 
once enlisted in the Spabis and was sta~ 
tioned in Southern Algeria, where he 
derived inuch enjoyment trom warlike in- 
tercourse with tue frontier tribes. ‘Chen 
he went to Algiers, got into politics, start- 
ed a small paper and set up as au antidote 
to Max Regis. His fearlessness and charm 
oy manner soon gained him many followers. 
He has no defined political creed but pro- 
fesses a vague sort of bumanitarianism 
mingled with Quixotism. He is hard as 
stec!, is a fine athlete, can jump from a 
standing position over his horse aud lift 
the animal off its feet, hit a sixpence with 
a bullet at twenty yards, and so on, He 
is only twenty-seven. 

‘THE Figur FoR THE “ FIGARO.” 

‘That well-known paper the “Figaro” 
has been ina bad way for a long time. Its 
open advocacy of Dreyfus’s cause drove 
away many subscribers and supporters, 
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with the result that dividends dwindled 
.and the shareholders grew more and more 
discontented. A split occurred between 
M. de Rodays and M. Perivier, the two 
surviving managers appointed under the 
will of the founder, De Villemessant. M. 
Perivier brought off a little coup d'état 
and took sole control, M. de Rodays, a 
less combative person, giving way and 
sending in his resignation. M. Perivier’s 
conduct aroused the ire of M. Prestat, the 
chairman of the Board of Directors. 
Several meetings of shareholders were 
held, and on Tuesday a resolution dismiss- 
ing ‘MM. de Rodays and Perivier was 
carried almost unanimously. M. Prestat 
followed by thirty or forty excited share- 
holders, immediately went to the “Figaro” 
office, forced his way in and announced 
that he had come to take charge. 
Porivier, backed up by several friends, in- 
vited him to “ come on,” and a battle royal 
between Prestatites and Perivierites seem- 
ed, for the moment, more than likely to 
follow, but the assailants thought better 
of it and contented themselves with mount- 
ing guard over the telephones and the 
cashier's office. M, Perivier lay low, and 
when the dinner hour arrived the enomy’s 
forces began to melt away. At eight 
o'clock only about a dozen Prestatites 
were left. ‘They caused food to be brought 
from a neighbouring restaurant and dined 
in the hall, the Perivierites following their 
example, ‘The two armies, refreshed by 
supplies of beer from adjoining cafés, 
maintained their positions until midnight, 
when most of them went home; but M- 
Prestat camped out in one of the waiting 
rooms all night. Next day the parties ap- 
pealed to the President of the Civil Tri- 
bunal, who decided that M. Perivier 
should remain in charge pending a judg 
ment as to the validity of the decision to 
dismiss him and M, de Rodays.

others. ‘They have some geievances which 
ought to be righted, but they go about the 
righting of them in the wrong way general- 
ly, and so render more difficult of accom- 
plishment what ought to b 
pereeptibly, improving th ir condition. 

Much is being said regarding the relations 
and the duties of employer and employed ; 
laws for controlling, arbitration for’ set 
tling the disputes; these all perhaps 
have their place, and will accomplish some- 
thing, but until’ all ree-gnise each as a 
“neighbour,” and are willing to do as 
they wish to be done by, there can be 
no final and complete adjustment. :

‘The ch 
oceupied by Mr. H. Lehmann (Chair 
of the Provisional Board of Directors), 
the other Directors present being Messrs, 
A. Vernon (Managing Director), C. R. 
Burkill, and W. Drisemeier, Mr. W. A.C. 
Platt was present in his capacity of Legal 
Aulviser. 

‘The Chairman stated that as they were 
all aware the Company was started with a 
capital of $450,000 divided into 4,500 
shares of $100 each. Out of this number 
4,491 shares were allotted to the 
former proprietor, M. Vernon, as pay- 
ment of the claims made ‘by him. 
‘The remaining six shares were taken up 
by six different people, and, with the 
shares of “M.. Vernon’ were registered 
according to the rules of the Hongkong 
Ordinances. ‘The amount of capital was 
based on the net profits of the last six 
months' working of the two hotels in 
Shanghai and Hankow. ‘The accounts 
were audited by Mr. A. R. Leake and 
showed a net profit of $90,000.6L in 
Shanghai and $10,460.11 in’ Hankow 
making a total net. profit of $100,522.10, 
little more than 443 per cent. per annum ‘on 
the capital of the-Company. - ‘The lease in 
Shaughai was originally for nine years, but 
the Company made a new agreement with 
the Land Investment Company whereby 
the lund occupied by the Chinese houses at 
the back of Astor House, aud bounded by 
Astor House Road and Broadway were 
included in the terms of the’ lease. 
That new lease would” run for thirty 
years, and the intention was to remove 
the Chinese houses aud ‘add a wing to 
the hotel of 250 rooms, with stores and 
shops on the ground floore. Arrangements 
had been made with the bank to obtain 
money for the new buildings for current 
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account, and by the same arrangement the 
provisions in stove on the premises had 
en obtained by the company at their cost 
price. ‘Their lease in Hankow was ran- 
ing for fifteen years and the hotel there, 
the furniture, the electric Gittings, and the 
machinery be onged to the company. 

MM. Vernon, in the course of some remarks 
suid that he had been able to add a suite 
of 18 bedrooms and saloons to the hotel! 
Tt was evident that with these newimprove- 
ments he would he able to surpass the 
result of the last six months’ work 
the new lease of thirty years wou 
farther enunee the prosperity of their 
tion. They must lose no tine in utilising, 
the ground which that lease put at th 
disposal. He proposed to buil: imme liately 
accertain nurber of rooms in order to he 
ab ¢ to give satisfacti-n to the numbers of 
people who applied to him for monthly 
hoard and lodging.

THE CONSERVATION QF THE YELLOW kIVER. 
Owing to the disturbances and dis- 
ysietude in the Northern provinces this 
year aud also owing to want of funds the 
Pr.vineial Boards in charge of rivee con- 
Servaney in Shantung and Honan. have 
been compelled to stop all work on, and 
repairs to, the embankments of the Yellow 
River needed to guard against the summer 
and autumn freshets which come down 
from the mountains every year. Duri 
ordinary peaceful 3 the Cent 
Government provides’ several million tacls 
each to Honan and‘Shantuny for river 
conservaney work, And Iarye stalls of 
oficials and about’ £0,000 coolies obtain 
thoir livelihood in the two provinces 
occupied with this work.

THE REVOLT IN MANCHURIA. 

Latest official dispatohes received at 
Peking from Féngtien (Lower Manchuria) 
report that the Insurgent leader, Liu Tan- 
‘ze, as had several successful battles with 
Russian troops near Hsinyen, South- 
eastern Féngtien, and ghat in consequence 
of this the ranks of the insurgents are 
heing now constantly augmented. Pre- 
viously the insurgents were generally rein- 
forced by disbanded soldiers, but of late 
a better class of the population, impelled 
by harsh treatment received at the hands 
of Russian troops and encouraged by the 
success of Lin Tan-tze, has joined the 
movement for freedom and independence. 

THE LAMA MISSION TO RUSSIA. 

The “Universal Gazette? states that 
the Hsian Government hearing of the re- 
cent Lama Mission to St. Petersburg, in 
which the head Lidia of the Mission is 
desiguated “an Ambassidor of the fist 
class,” has become greatly alarmed at this 
apparent disaffection of the Tibetan 
Lamas, and frequent telerrams are now 
being exchanged between Hsian and the 
Plenipotentiaries on the subject.

PRESENTATION ‘TO 
MR. CORNELIUS THORNE. 


INTERESTING REMINISCENC 

As briefly noted in our issue of Thursday, 
Mr. C. Thorne, who is shortly leaving China 
for home, was’ on ‘Thursday afternoon the 
recipient’ of an illuminated address, cle- 
gantly prepared, from thittecu. of 
Shanghai philanthropic and charitable 
societies with which he has been more ot 
less actively connected. ‘The presentation 
was made in a room of the Foreign Young 
Men’s Christian Association building in 
Tinkee Road, Mr. CS. Addis presiding 
over a company of ladies and gentlemen 
which included, amongst others, Mr. and 
Mrs. Thorne, ‘the Rev, H.C. ‘and Mus. 
Hod-ws, Dr. Sakis, the Rev. C. E, Dar- 
went, aud Mr, E. Jenner Hozg. 

‘The Chairmau said that they were there 
that afternoon for the purpose of scying 
farewell to Mr, Thorne, aud of testifying 
to his work in Shanghai during the 
many years he had restded there.

MISTAKES OF SOME 
MISSIONARIE 


(conrermurep.) 
———_—. 
Inasmuch as the conduct of missionaries 
China is the suliject of discussion in the 
ews and newspapers of the world, a 
few observations on the mistakes of some 
inissionaties will not bo untimely aud will 
not be meant as unfriendly. 

Much of the asperity which has entere+ 
into the discussion can beattributed to the 
failure to distinguish between eri 
condemnation, for one may criticise and 
yot continue loyal in friendship, and even 
condemnation is not necessarily’ a proof of 
unfriendliness. 

By virtue of the treaties between China 
and Western natiuns the missionaries have 
the same right to come to China to fellow 
their profession #s any other foreigner who 
follows a different profession, and there is 
a similar obligation to safeguard the one as 
the other. China cannot, be allowed to ill- 
treat a foreigner because he is a missiona 
any more than China can be allowed to i 
treat.» merchant because he ix a merchant, 
and it is as much an obligation on Western 
nations to protect missionaries in the 
exercise of their treaty rights as it is to 
prevent the commercial privileges guaran- 
teed to merchants under the treativs from 
being violated. Ant although the foreign 
Mission Boards sometimes make the 
mistake of sending to China for Mis- 
sion purposes men who are unsuited 
hy temperament and study, no excuse, 
however, can be found in the mistake for 
the insulting and inhuman treatment re- 
ceived by missionaries in certain parts of 
China, but the appeal to the Foreign 
Mission Boards addresses itself with no 
less potency for a wore discrimiuating 
selection of its representatives. 

‘The ditticulty of being at all times 
suciessful iv selecting the most suitable 
candidates for missionary work ia admitted, 
and in that profession, as in others,

were the first followers of Christ. 
When one is sent to China to engage 
in missionary work, but finds, after

his commission, the tauso of Chri 
is hurt, and devored and useful m 
aries are made to suffer by being associated 
in the Chinese mind as influenced more by 
mercenary motives than by the truths they 
profess and would propagate. No shaft 
hurled at the missionaries goes with inore 
deadly aim than when sent from such a 
bow. 

Miss‘oniries are human, and like other 
human. beings, ought not to be criticised 
for seeking judicious investments of their 
money, but when one of their number

Of sll the Eastern nations, China is the 
mst conservative, and the Chinese cha- 
racteristic is to oppose sudden or radi 
chanzes, With a emle of ethics by whic 
they have been intluenced in religions and 
social thouzht, long before Christ preached 
on the Mount, a geeat error is committed 
when x missionary undertakes to substitute 
for that code even the more ennoblin: 
ethies embidied in the Sermon on the 
Mount by attacking the former in a m 
ner to excite the prejudices of a nation 
which has cherished and worshipped it in 
II the relatious of life for centuries, 





























The missionary who preaches to a Chi 
nese congregation that the teachings of 
Confucius are all wrong and that his 
philosophy is wholly misleading had bet- 
ter be sent toa different field in which to 
labour, It does not promote the catise of 
Ch. istianity in China to attempt to depose 
the Chinese sages, any more than it would 

Christianity in any Western 
pted ty decry and 
wisdom of the great men whose 
mental achievements are the gitide and the 
glory of their countrymen. 




















When Christ tanghtas man never taught, 
He respected the opinions and _pre- 
judices of those to whom Tle address- 
ed Himself. There is nothing in His 
teachings to show that he was not conser- 
ative in all He did, and that He sought 
to impress the truths of His religion by 
persuasion and not by dogmatism.

could be ® convention of Protestant 
Churches in Western nations and a Pro- 
testant Creed agreed upon for the guidance 
of Protestant missionaries in Chins, the 
good results therefrom would doubtless 
soon justify the policy.

The gentlemen who signed the 
memorandum are too familiar with the 
bent of Chinese thought to suppose that 
the direction can be materially changed 
except by careful cultivation on kindred 
lines, for to undertake to change China by 
‘a sudden face-about would likely plunge 
the world’s oldest empire into a con- 
dition of anarchy. Rofurms, to be 
permanent, must be gradual, the result 
of all experience, and the missionary makes 
a cardinal mistake when, in his efforts to 
reform China, he departs from a princi- 
ple tested by experience and which has the 
approving verdict of history. ‘The promo- 
tion of Christianity in China does not do- 
mand the destruction of Chineso temples, 
nor does it require that the statue of Con- 
fucius should be torn from its pedestal and 
broken to pieces. The wise foreigners in 
Peking can fud no warrant in the annals 
of ilisation, where Protestantism has 
achieved a lasting victory by acts cou- 
demned by every word of the Sermon on 
the Mount. If they will go on as many of 
them have been going they may change the 
temple into a Protestant chapel aud so 






























































impress the Chinese that the statue of 













Confucius may still stand while the only 
true God is worshipped. 

For, notwithstanding the Boxer upris- 
ing and the disgrace of Peking, the merits 
of the teachings of the Westerners in their 
chapels, school-houses, and hospitals, are 
umanswerably exemplified in the impres- 
sion made on prominent Chinese in 
different parts of China to the extent of 
confining, the uprising and preserving the 
general peace. . 

Even in Peking prominent Chinese 
officials, by association with Westerners, 
the majority of whom were missionaries, 
had learned of the power of Western na- 
tions and been convinced of the absurdity 
of attempting to resist it, and the mission- 
ary is entitled to « full share of the mer 

awakening the Chinese mind to 
cognition of that power. ‘The teachings 
the mi shave not been in vain; 
they have only to prove themselves true 
and loyal to missionary work and weed out 
the chaff from among their number and 
they will continue to receive the respect 
and confidence due to loyalty ana truthful- 
ness. They must eliminate whatever proves 
a discredit to their high calling, and the 
soouer, the better it will be, if Missionary 
Societies give some practical examples of 
casting oub devils and separating from 
goats.

Again, when the 
Allies entered Peking list year, while the 
Court was still on the way to Shansi, 
another secret agreement was reported to 
have been made. A moment's retlection 
will make one realise that all these reports 
were not unfounded, First the treaty 
made through General Tseng Chi of Fung- 
tien Provi ce, became known last winter. 
‘Thon the treaty of St. Petersburg wax 
exposed. Now China is bearing the evil 
fruit planted by Russia. 

“Although this question has caused 
great excitement through -ut the civilised 
world, yet owing to the strength of the 
Fowets teing nearly equal, a general war 
is looked upon as a serious matter, More- 
over, the Europeans will certainly not make 
war among them elves on account of Asiatic 
affairs. Knowing this perfectly well, Russia 
has therefore acted freely to her own 
advantage. ‘There used to be a saying in 
Europe that the ‘Partition of China will 
cause no conflict in Europe.’ ‘This will 
prove true. 

“Most of our countrymen sry that sinco 
China is unable to act against Russia, we 
should appeal to the Powers. Then, what 
is the use of having a nation and a popula- 
tion? Each nation has its own indepen- 
dence, and every man has a share in his 
nation+} atfsirs, Since the territory of 
nation is the property of the people, 
therefure the people are solely respousible 
for the preservation of the land. Un- 
fortunately, the majority of our countrymen 
have neglected their duty to their country. 
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Instead of making efforts to help the

“During the China-Japanese War, Ri 
wot back, for China, Port Arthu 
‘Talienwan ; and then she took posse 
of them herself, This ia an instructive 
precedent to those who Lelieve in wsk.ng 
Jor help from others. 

“The policy of the Powers is to protect 
their own interests. Consequently they 
don't ewe whether or not the tenitery 
of China is encroached on, or our p ople 
are oppressed. It is ouly to our di 
tage. ‘The Powers can always get com 
pensation from our Goverument. ‘They 
only use their utmost endeavours to keep 
the balunce of influence, 

“Some of our people say that the 
interests of the Powers would be 
should Russia be allowed to gain sway in 
Asia, Europe his got enongh diplomats to 
Juok out for that. 

“he question to-day is that we, the 
sons of China, xre solely responsible for 
the future of our country, It hus norhing 
to do with the foreign nations, If we fear 
the destruction of China, if we are astumed 
of becoming inferiors or slaves to foreigners, 
let us then unite our strength, morally and 
physically, to protest against the ratiticn. 
tion of the Manchuian ‘Treaty, Althoug! 
Russia is powerful, it matters nor, if we 
rmly determine not: submit to her, 
Such a movement wil show that there is 
such a sentiment as the lave of country in 
China. ‘Lhe Foreign Powers will then think 
differently of us. 

“Bat, unhappily, our masses still seem 
spiritless, even when our country is i 
ctitical a'sitaation. ‘Phe nation is alr 
dead. What more need we s 
people only rejoice over the talk of hating 
foreigners or killing converts, But when 
it comes to a question which des-rves some 
consideration, they then beenme spiritiess, 
as if it was nothing to them. 

“It has not been customary in this 
country for people to ho'd meetings as we 
do to-day, as only our Mand rins or great 
Ministers have the right to discuss Govern 
ment affine. But now the country is in 
adangerous state, therefore we must not 
keep silent any’ longer. Although our 
movement may not meet with eral 
approval, yet there is no mistake about 
our showing our patriotism.

A MYSTERIOUS AFFAIR.

More than a month ago Messrs. Sebsen 
& Ov., of this colony, dispatched, under 
command of Captain Koch, the ‘steam- 
launch Kiautschou to Tsingtao, The launch 
had been purchased by Messrs. Jebsen & 
Co, for the Kiaochan Lighter Co., and was 
to be used for towing purpo-es. “She had

‘The general scope of 
business «f the National Association, as 
held ouv and advertised, was according to 
the extract from the Association's hand- 
book, as read by Mr. Holcomb. This 
handbook had been sent out 10 a great 
number of foreign merchants all over the 
world. The handbook had been largely 
circulated in Shanghai. A large number of 
copies had been sent toShanghai.

COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


(From Messrs. Nott, Murray d: Co. Piece Goods Trade Report of 18th July.) 


PIECE GOODS.—The continued fal ia Exchange has very nearly stopped all for vard business, and the continued fall of rain is 
‘stopping all current transactions, As regards the former, the m fore existing between home prices and those ruling here 
has been increased to three to four per cent, no concession being obtainable as yet in the home markets. ‘The stoppage caused by 
the excessive rainfall is, however, of much more serious import and is already threatening to be the direst calamity that has befallen 
the Yangtsze Valley for years. ‘The water in the River is still rising, andl most harrowing accounts are brought down by late steamers 
of the loss of fife and destruction of property. ‘The damage to the growing Crops will cause the greatest distress, the price of Rice 
having already risen 25%. All orders from Haxkow have been cancelled and the shipment of goods stopped, aud lower down the 
River much the same condition of things prevails, 

Locally great anxiety is felt on account of the growing Cotton Crop, which it is feared will be ruined by excessive moisture aad no Sun, 
‘The largely increased area that has been devoted to the cultivation of the staple in recent years will cause any such mishap to have & 
& diastrous effect oa our trade generally, it being too late to think of resowing, aad tho improvident nature of the Natives 
renders them almost helpless in face of such a catastrophy. 

‘There is a fairly yood enuiry for Treststs still, which is the only cheering feature of our market, and shipments thence are 
certainly encouraging, though of course very much cannot be expected as yet. The news from Newenw. 1 little more hopeful in 
inasmuch as Exchange is returning geadually to its normal state, but so far no fresh orders have been received. However, there is after 
all not very much eause for complaint looking at the fairly free supplies that have been going up. There is still. some buying going on 
for the CokEaS market and it is expected large shipments will be made from here in a day or two. 
domaltot the entire business of the week consiat of the Auetion offering, and the pres realise clearly iwlicate uhe-duluess of the 

lemand. 

he MacueSTER market for most makes appears to be very strong still, though here and there it is possible to pick up goods at 

prices that give rather the reverse view of the situation there. Asa rule, however, for ordivary staples prices are fully six to seven. 

per cent over this market. Cotton is still quoted the same, namely 48¢., though Wwe have heard of private advices giving it a thirty 
second lower. New Youk is strong and operators seem to think it waste of money telegraphing about

rocent transaction, ‘The market is depressed and prices at Auction were lower and weak. ‘
